The city manager has submitted 
his tentative budget proposals for 
1950-51 to city councilmen for study. 
It is very interesting to note that 
while the tax rates of our county, 
school districts and other taxing 
jurisdictions appear likely to rise 
next year, our city tax rate may 
drop another two cents. 

We will not know this for sure 
until well in August when the coun- 
ty assessor has compiled his figures. 
But based upon our own estimates of 
what the vaulation will prove to be, 
we should make this reduction. 

Our estimate of revenue for the 
coming fiscal year is $202,000, com- 
pared with an estimate in this 
year’s budget of $197,000, This 
year’s revenues may run as much 
as $20,000 over our estimate, but 
our estimate of future revenues 
must remain conservative because 
of the difficulty of prognosticating 
future business conditions. 

Such revenues as building permit 
fees and contractor’s license fees are 
very sensitive to economic changes. 
We cannot safely estimate traffic 
fines at a level close to the currert 
one, for we must always be hopeful 
that traffic violations will decrease 
as education as to traffic safety in- 
creases, In no event must we be 
guilty of Setting a “quota” which ou~ 
traffic officers may feel constrained 
to meet.

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Canning Vegetables 


TPHOSE GARDENS will soon be 
bursting with lovely green, yel- 
low and red vegetables which you'll 
want to speed onto your canning 
shelves for healthful eating this fall 
and winter. Best results can be 
achieved when you have the kitchen 
ready, the night 
before, to take in 
the produce 
early in the 
morning while 
the dew is Still 
fresh on them. 
Whether you 
a pick your own 
MA vegetables or 
buy them from 


- somewhere else, try to get them 


well on their way to canning within 
two hours. Vegetables which have 
been picked for longer than eight 


i hours before canning do not give 


as tender or high quality canned 
products. 

Can only young beets and carrots. 
Store the older ones in a cellar or 
pit. 

Certainly the work is made easier 
if the kitchen is all set for action. 


' This means that you have your jars 
' freshly washed and scoured, sitting 


in tubs or large kettles ready to 
sterilize. You can put them on to 


boil when you go out to pick the 


vegetables. 

Have a work table ready with 
colanders, knives and spoons where 
you can work on the vegetables 
after they’re washed. 

The pressure cooker should have 
been checked for use to see that 
the gauge is accurate. It should be 
clean and fitted with a rack, ready 
to receive the jars after they’re 
packed. 


Have a large kettle ready on the 
work table or range so that vege- 
tables can be pre-cooked. Some 
women still use cold pack, that is 
pack the jars without any cooking 
of the vegetable. However, most 
women say they have more luck 
with precooking since this shrinks 
the vegetable before packing and 
also sets the color better.

Here are 
tips to guide you. 

Asparagus stalks should be green 
for the greater part of their length, 
inasmuch as the white parts are 
woody. Choose firm stalks. 

Lima beans or snap _ (green) 
beans should be young and tender. 
Both types should look green and 
fresh. Green beans should snap 
readily when bent. 

Kernels on 
corn should be 
plump and full 
of milk. The 
husk should be 
fresh and green. 

In greens, 
choose those 
with tender, 
young and unbruised leaves. Never 
use wilted leaves. 


Pea pods should be bright and 
full. Avoid the puffy pods with 
small peas. Peas, when shelled 
should be tender. 


Follow These Directions 


HEN VEGETABLES are 

brought in for washing and 
preparation, have your pressure 
cooker all ready to use. The rack 
should be in place, the safety valve 
assembled and the petcock open. 
The jars should be ready, too, after 
washing, in a pan of hot water. 


Have the teakettle or other ves- 
sel with boiling water ready, too, 
as this is the liquid you’ll need for 
filling vegetable jars. 

Wash and prepare the vegetables 
to fill the jars you have. 


Pre-cook the vegetable for the 
specified length of time, then ladle 
into the jars immediately. Add 
enough boiling water to the jar so 
that it reaches to within % to % 
inch of the top. Add salt to the jar, 
in the proportion of 4% teaspoon to 
pints and 1 teaspoon for quarts. 

Run a spatula around the inside 
of the jar to release air bubbles. 
Wipe the sealing surface of the jars 
with a clean cloth. 


Adjust the jar closure, using man- 
ufacturers’ directions. These vary 
with different caps, so it’s smart to 
read directions for the particular 
one you’re using.

Achieve Cool, Summery Effects 
With Appropriate Table Decor

~ LOVELY TABLE settings! table, but to keep it as orderly as 


can give as much pleasure to 
dining during hot weather as foods 
themselves. 

Soft colors which in themselves 
are in direct contrast to the weath- 
er, frosted glasses and _ plants, 
leaves, flowers or fruit can con- 
tribute to a feeling of tranquility 
that makes mealtime more enjoy- 
able. 

Just as hot rooms can be cooled 
with the use of certain colors, so 
can tables achieve the same at- 
mosphere. Properly, every dining 
room should be t 
tablecloths, doilies, napkins and 
dishes which suggest warmth or 
coolness, each to be used in ap- 
propriate seasons. 

Shades of blue and green, as 
well as some of the light pastels 
are all correct to use when the 
weather is blistering hot. These 
colors may be used advantageous- 
ly in linens as well as in china or 
pottery. 

If you eat in the dining room, 
then your coolest shades of these 
colors should be used. If eating 
out-of-doors, slightly warmer col- 
ors and more rustic effects are ap- 
propriate. 

Neatness is of prime importance 
in giving the table a cool look be- 


Keep table uncluttered ... 


cause it suggests calm. Anything 
wrinkled or even slightly soiled 
should be tossed aside because it 
suggests confusion and_ turmoil, 
and -accents the effects of the 
weather. 


Some smart homemakers 
only their sheerest cottons and 
linens during warm weather, and 
they starch these lightly so they 
are smooth and cool looking and 
give an unwilted appearance dur- 
ing hot days.

old cotton remnants. Old _ table- 
cloths, sheets, towels and pillow- 
cases can often be made into a set 
of doilies and napkins. 


White may be used successfully 
to achieve a cool look, but you may 
want to renew the finish to some 
extent if the material is old and 
somewhat wilted. Launder it care- 
fully and let it dry in the sun to 
bleach it out. For any stubborn 
stains, use a bleaching solution, 
rinse carefully and let dry. 


If the cottons are sheer, you'll 
want to starch them rather stiff, 
but this may be done after you’ve 
finished sewing or decorating 
them. When heavy, textured fab- 
rics are used, you can dispense 
with most of the trimming since 
these materials have enough inter- 
est in themselves. 

Other sources of material may 
include organdies, starched voile 
or sheer linen toweling. See what 
you have in the way of leftover 
materials from previous sewing. If 
the search yields little, you might 
check remnant counters as a 
source. 

Should you decide on colors, 
white cottons as well as other fab- 
rics might be tinted or dyed to go 
with dishes you have. It’s easy to 
tint pastels in a wash basin with 


just warm water. For deeper 
shades of blue, green, maroon or 
aquamarine, all cooling colors, 


you'll probably want to use hotter 


Refresh Your Table 


Dishes, decorated under the 
glaze with a wreath of ivy in 
natural colors, make a_ cool 
and informal setting appropri- 
ate to the warm weather. Nat- 
ural colored mats and simply 
designed napkins help avoid a 
cluttered look on the table. 


water. These should be rinsed out 
carefully after dyeing so there is 
no running of the colors in subse- 
quent laundering, especially if the 
edging has a contrasting color. 


The simplest edging to apply is a 
fringe which is done easily by un- 
ravelling the material. 


Keep Edgings Small, 
Neat for Cool Look 

Any edgings which are heavy, 
even though they might fit the ma- 
terial, will detract from the cool 
look you want to accomplish. Stay 
with the very simple edgings, be 
they lace already made or cro- 
cheted by -you on the material at 
hand. 


Contrasting bindings are very 
neat and cool, especially when 
chosen in the cool colors already 
mentioned. Any of the colors 
would be appropriate with white, 
and should be chosen to highlight 
one of the colors used on your set 
of dishes. 


For porch or garden eating, 
when you may have chosen checks, 
plaids or prints, use a white edging 
or at least one of the basic colors 
in the materials used. If possible, 
have it in blue or green since these 
are most cooling. 


If you do not want separate 
doilies for each plate setting, you 
may decide on runners. Use one 
of these down the center of the 
table, and one on each side.

divided into 5-acre lots, in the area 
to be served by the contemplated 
Menlo Park depot. : 

The depot took its name from the 
gate built a few years before by Den- 
nis J. Oliver and D. C. McGlynn 
which stood a few hundred yards 
away. 

Ground was broken for the rail- 


« road in May, 1861, at San Francis- 


quito creek. Railroad records were 
lost in the 1906 San Francisco 
earthquake and fire and no ac- 
count of how construction pro- 
ceeded from that point is avail- 
able. 

However, newspaper accounts tell 
us of the first train travelling from 
San Francisco to Mayfield (now 


bi} Ssouth Palo Alto) on October 18,1863. 


Completion of the road to San Jose 
was celebrated on January 16, 1864. 

The line was purchased by the 
Southern Pacific in 1868. 


HOTEL PLANNED 

The Villa association apparently 
had big plans, aside from selling real 
estate for homesites. 

A “first class family hotel” was in- 
cluded in the plans, and one was 
actually built, at the site of the pres- 
ent Menlo Park fire district head- 
quarters on Merrill street. 

The structure was known as the 
“Golder House.” 

The early ‘sixties also saw. the 
opening of Menlo Park’s first 
store—that operated by Dick Kuck,

one of the earlier settlers in the 
area. 

Kuck later built a hotel at the 
present intersection of Oak Grove 
avenue and Derry lane. 

The structure burned in 1895, how- 
ever, and was replaced by the hotel 
at the same site, which was torn 
down in 1948. 


SCHOOL NEEDED 

The five-acre lots laid out by the 
villa association did not sell as well 
as was expected, however, and with- 
in the next few years the project 
changed hands. 

Population continued to grow 
steadily, however, and by 1872 there 
were enough families in the area to 
justify a school. 

The first regular class sessions 
were held in the vestry of the Cath- 
olic church which was located at 
Middlefield and Ringwood roads. 

The church was_ subsequently 
moved to the present site of the 
Church of the Nativity on Oak 

Grove avenue, and a school build- 
ing was constructed at what is now 
Oak- Grove avenue and Crane 
street. 

The school structure, still stand- 
ing, has been converted into two 


. fresidences. 


The railroad may not have 
brought the expected rush of home- 
seekers sought by the Menlo Park 


ers, More large estates came into 
being. 

Since the next depot south along 
the rail line was at Mayfield, the 
Menlo Park station served what is 
the present Palo Alto area as well 
as that of Menlo Park and part of 
Atherton.

Braise Meat 
Cubes for Hearty 
Summer Meal 


To answer June’s need for ap- 
petite-teasing meals the home- 
maker may turn to braised meat 
dishes. To many this may mean 
a pot-roast or a Swiss steak, but 
cubes of -beef, veal, pork or lamb 
(such as those for stews) may 
be braised with the same flavor- 
some results. 

In preparing this braised dish, 
the cubes are first slowly 
browned in hot fat in a heavy 
utensil. From %4 to 1% cup of 
liquid is added and the utensil 
covered tightly. The meat is al- 
lowed to cook slowly until tender 
—from 2 to 3 hours depending 
on the cut of meat. 

Variety comes with the choice 
of cooking companions. The 
liquid may be tomato juice for 
beef or veal or fruit juice for 
pork or lamb. If cooking toma- 
toes and onions, whole kernel 
corn or other vegetables with 
the meat, water is usually the 
cooking liquid. For more inter- 
esting servings, the cubes may 
be braised in condensed mush- 
room, split pea or tomato soup.

Keep Table Centerpiece 
Informal and Cool 


Heavy, formal flower, fruit and 
other arrangements for the center- 
piece are out of place when you 
are trying to keep the table as 
serene and cool as possible. You'll 
be amazed at how much easier it 
is to achieve the desired effect 
with easy arrangements. 


Branches or flowers with small 
blossoms may be used with more 
profusion than large ones, and it’s 
an excellent idea to include some 
of the foliage with them because 
the green coloring lends cool en- 
chantment to the summer table. 


Use the simplest containers you 
have. A neatly woven basket fitted 
with a water container at the bot- 
tom can be a very effective setting 
for many blossoming branches. It 
might also be used for an edible 
centerpiece of vegetable or fruit. 

Glass containers are very cool 
appearing, especially when you can 
see the. clear water. If you use 
these containers for some of the 
larger flowers, use only a few 
blossoms so the effect of the water 
can be appreciated fully. 

Frogs, wiring and pin holders, 
if they tend to destroy the effect, 
are cleverly hidden by carefully 
placed foliage or some green mod- 
eling clay patted into place. 

Avoid ragged, largely massed 
arrangements, especially on small- 
er tables by trimming both flow- 
ers and foliage very carefully. 


Plan to eliminate anything from 
the table which might destroy its 
restful appearance by using trays 
and wagons for bringing in food as 
well as for disposing of soiled chi- 
na. 

These are best removed as soon 
as possible so that the table is 
free from clutter during the whole 
dining period.
